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TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CLOWN  RURAL 

DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I herewith  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Eeport  for  the  year  1901. 

The  Eural  District  of  Clown  is  partially  Urban  and  partially  Eural  in  its 
character,  and  consists  of  the  parishes  of  Darlborough,  Clown,  Creswell,  and 
Whitwell,  and  is  situated  at  the  extreme  North  East  portion  of  the  County  of 
Derby,  being  bounded  on  tlie  North  by  Yorkshire  and  on  the  East  by  Not- 
tinghamshire. 

The  principal  industries  of  the  district  are  coal  mining  and  agriculture. 

The  area  of  the  District  (exclusive  of  area  covered  by  water)  is  13,280  acres, 
and  the  population,  assuming  it  to  be  increasing  in  the  same  ratio  as  it  did  during 
the  intercensal  period  1891-1901,  will  be  (calculated  to  the  end  of  June)  13,000, 
an  increase  of  520.  Strictly  the  increase  has  been  greater,  as  the  number  of  new 
houses  occupied  will  account  for  at  least  1,587,  it  would,  however,  be  unwise 
to  estimate  the  increase  other  than  at  the  normal  increase  1891-1901.  The 
probable  increase  should,  nevertheless,  be  kept  in  mind  when  comparing  the 
Death  and  Birth  rates,  and  the  number  of  Infectious  cases  notified. 
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DENSITY  OF  POPULATION. 

Density  of  Population  varies  from  0-G2  for  the  parish  of  Parlboroug'h  to 
2'20  for  the  parish  of  Clown.  The  average  for  the  wliole  District  is  nearly  one 
to  the  acre,  viz.  : — 13,2SG  acres,  13, GOG  population.

DEATHS. 

Table  III.  gives  particulars  of  Births  and  Deaths  from  1894  to  1904,  and 
it  shows  196  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year,  of  these  2 
were  accidental  and  7 were  persons  who  did  not  reside  in  the  district,  on  the 
other  hand  5 persons  died  out  of  the  district  who  resided  within  it. 

DEATH-RATE. 

The  Death-rate  for  1904  is  14’9  per  1,000  per  annum,  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  rest  of  the  County,  and  is  an  improvement  on  last  year. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  Infant  Mortality  (under  one  year)  is  generally  estimated  from  the 
annual  number  of  births,  thus  stated  during  1901  the  Infantile  Death-rate  was 
131  per  1,000;  that  is  to  say,  if  1,000  children  had  been  born  131  would  not 
have  lived  to  be  one  year  old. 

Last  year  the  Infant  Mortality  was  145  per  1,000.  This  decrease  in  the 
Infant  Mortality  is  in  a great  measure  due  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Bronchitis — 7 in  1902,  18  in  1903,  and  13  in  1904,  and  Whooping  Cough — 
0 in  1902,  6 in  1903,  and  3 in  1904.  With  these  deductions,  however,  the  Infantile 
Death-rate  is  higher  than  it  ought  to  be,  and  we  must  seek  for  some  other  cause 
to  account  for  the  large  number  of  deaths  (85)  amongst  children  under  one  year. 
Table  VI.  records  20  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  and  15  deaths  from 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  ; from  the  thorough  examination  of  the  district  made 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  it  is  quite  clear  we  have  no  badly  ventilated,  damp, 
dark  houses,  in  closed  courts  or  back  yards,  and  as  I have  most  carefully 
investigated  the  milk  supply,  and  the  condition  of  the  dairies  and  cowsheds,  I am 
equally  satisfied  they  are  not  at  fault,  therefore  the  only  inference  to  be  drawn  is 
that  this  heavy  Death-rate  amongst  very  young  children  is  in  a measure  due  to 
improper  feeding,  and  unnecessary  exposure  to  cold  and  damp.  As  there  is  scarcely 
any  poverty  in  the  district,  certainly  no  extreme  poverty,  this  improper  feeding 
is  not  due  to  the  want  of  means,  such  as  one  comes  across  so  frequently  in  large 
towns,  but  rather  to  the  want  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  This 
is  the  aspect  of  the  matter  I advise  the  Council  to  attempt  to  remedy.

Avas  D08. 

This  A^ery  high  Zymotic  Death-rate  is  almost  entirely  due  to  Measles 
(14)  and  Diarrhoea  (21). 

Owing  to  the  very  rapid  spread  of  Measles  amongst  the  children  attending 
the  CloAvn  Board  Schools,  I recommended  these  Schools  should  be  closed  for 
21  days,  I subsequently  extended  this  to  42  days.  The  Schools  Avere  thoroughly 
fumigated  and  disinfected  before  re-occupation.  The  eft’ect  of  Schools  on  the 
health  of  the  District  is  greater  than  is  usually  supposed,  as  quite  one-fourth 
of  the  population  is  composed  of  children  betAveen  the  ages  of  5 and  14,  it 
Avill  thus  be  seen  hoAV  very  important  it  is  that  any  sign  of  infectious  illness  in 
a child  attending  School  should  be  reported  and  promptly  dealt  Avith.

Under  the  heading  of  “ Enteritis  ” are  to  be  included  those  certified 
as  from  Gastro-enteritis,  J\Iuco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh, 
unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying 
practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should 
have  reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants, 
under  the  specific  term  “ Diarrhoea.”  Under  the  headings  of 
“Cancer,”  “Phthisis,”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be 
included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within 
these  general  terms. 

Deaths  from  diarrheea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease 
should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  L,  II  , III.,  and  IV..  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables. 


ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 


It  will  be  noticed  in  the  past  year  we  had  41  cases  of  typhoid,  30  less 
than  in  1903  ; all  the  cases  occurred  in  Ores  well  during  the  early  months  of 
the  year.  I made  a very  careful  investigation  as  to  the  causes  of  this  outbreak, 
and  satisfied  myself  that  neither  water  nor  milk  supply  could  in  any  way  be 
connected  with  it.  The  first  cases  were  in,  and  almost  confined  to,  that  large 
portion  of  cottages  recently  built  in  Gres  well,  and  I have  no  doubt  defective 
drains  and  defective  drain  connections  were  the  chief  causes  of  the  initial 
cases,  and  that  the  disease  was  afterwards  spread  by  personal  contact.  A man 
was  specially  told  off  to  attend  to  the  removal  of  the  excreta,  disinfection  of 
the  outbuildings,  yards,  drains,  gullies,  etc.,  and  each  infected  house  was 
supplied  with  a special  pail  which  was  emptied,  cleansed,  and  disinfected  twice 
a day.  By  adopting  these  measures,  and  haviug  all  doubtful  sanitary  matters 
thoroughly  attended  to,  we  soon  obtained  command  of  the  epidemic,  and  what 
at  one  time  seemed  likely  to  be  a serious  extension  of  the  disease  was  ultimately 
limited  to  41  cases,  with  four  deaths. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  notified  (22)  was  below  the  average 
for  the  past  four  years,  the  cases  being  mostly  of  a mild  character,  there  were 
no  deaths. 

SMALL-POX. 

During  the  year  I was  asked  by  several  medical  men  to  examine 
suspected  cases  of  small-pox,  with  one  exception,  I declined  to  have  them 
removed,  being  of  an  opinion  they  were  not  suffering  from  small-pox  ; the 
subsequent  history  of  these  cases  confirmed  my  diagnosis. 

The  one  case,  which  proved  to  be  small-pox  of  a somewhat  severe  type, 
was  a married  man  with  a large  family,  residing  at  Elmton,  he  was  promptly 
removed  to  the  isolation  hospital. 

The  wife  of  tins  man  was  the  caretaker  of  the  church,  and  at  the  time 
of  my  first  visit  she  had  taken  from  the  infected  house  the  choir  surplices 
she  had  been  washing  and  hung  them  in  the  vestry,  and  was,  when  I found 
her,  engaged  dusting  the  interior  of  the  church  for  a service  the  following  day. 
I informed  the  Vicar  of  the  very  serious  consequences  which  might  follow 
the  holding  of  public  service,  and  under  the  circumstances,  the  strong- 
probability  there  would  be  of  spreading  small-pox.  The  Vicar  readily  agreed 
to  my  suggestion  of  closing  the  church  for  three  days,  during  which  time  the 
interior  and  its  contents  were  thoroughly  disinfected.  All  contacts  were  kept 
under  strict  observation.  No  further  cases  occurred. 


WORKSHOPS. 


Under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  it  is  my  duty  to  report 
as  to  the  sanitary  conditions  and  otherwise  of  tlie  factories  and  workshops  in 
the  district.  For  the  first  time  since  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer, 
three  years  ago,  we  have  a complete  register  of  factories  and  workshops, 
which  includes  : — 

2 Factories  in  Barlborough. 

8 Workshops  in  Clown. 

6 do.  in  Creswell. 

9 do.  in  Whitwell.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

At  present  we  have  no  special  power  over  slaughter  houses.  I strongly 
urge  the  Council  to  obtain  Urban  powers  with  respect  to  these  buildings,  as 
their  proper  supervision  and  control  is  a matter  much  afiecting  the  public 
health. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

These  have  been  visited  and  inspected  several  times  during  the  year, 
the  register  has  been  carefully  revised,  and  the  Dairies’  and  Cowsheds’  Order 
duly  carried  out. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

During  the  year  it  has  only  been  necessary  to  condemn  one  house  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation.  Generally  speaking  the  housing  of  the  working 
classes  is  most  excellent,  and  if  only  the  Bye-laws  were  duly  carried  out  there 
would  be  no  doubt  whatever  but  that,  in  this  district,  the  housing  of  the 
working  classes  would  he  most  satisfactory,  unfortunately  the  Bye-laws 
have  not  been  carried  out.  I am  glad  to  note,  however,  that  at  the 
Council  Meeting  in  June,  the  new  Surveyor,  Mr.  Pears,  expressed  himself  as 
follows : — ■ 

“ In  making  my  inspection  of  your  district,  I tiiid  that  the 
“ drains  of  part  of  the  houses  are  disconnected  from  the  sewer  by

sewer  err  cesspool,  the  latter  being  a contravention  of  your  Bye-law  No.  08. 

As  it  is  my  intention  to  carry  this  Bye-law  (amongst  others)  into  effect, 
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“ in  all  eases  of  drainage  coming  niuler  my  supervision,  I consider  it 
“ necessary  to  request  the  Councirs  assistance,  as  probably  a little  friction 
“ may  arise  witli  builders  wlio  have  bitlicrto  not  complied  with  the 


“ ])ve-laws.” 


If  Mr.  Pears  strictly  carries  out  bis  intention  (and  I think  it  very 
necessary  he  should)  it  will  certainly  help  to  improve  the  general  health  of 
the  district. 


GENERAL  REWIARKS. 

¥ 

Schools. — I have  made  several  inspections  during  the  year  of  the  schools 
in  the  district,  in  one  or  two  I have  found  overcrowding,  in  Creswell  schools 
in  particular.  From  a sanitary  point  of  view.  Clown  schools  are  the  wmrst, 
the  outbuildings  and  schools  are  not  kept  so  clean  as  they  might,  and  ought  to 
be.  I have  received  complaints  regarding  these  schools,  from  parents  and 
others,  and  am  satisfied  there  wvas  good  cause  for  such  complaint. 

High  Infant  Death-Eate. — 1 wish  specially  to  impress  upon  the  Council 
the  importance  of  attention  to  this  point.  Please  note  my  remarks  on  page  5. 


Water. — Although  a fair  portion  of  the  district  has  an  abundant  supply 
of  moderately  good  water,  I consider  a public  supply  to  be  most  necessary  ; as 
the  wdiole  of  the  Clown  district  is  on  the  JMagnesian  lime  stone,  it  is  evident 
the  supply,  when  it  is  found,  must  come  from  outside  the  district,  and  wall 
therefore  be  of  considerable  cost. 


In  any  advice  I tender  to  the  Council,  I always  have  before  me  the 
follow’ing  objects  : — To  secure  for  the  poor  improved  dwellings  and  surroundings, 
and  for  all,  pure  air  and  w^ater,  abundant  light,  unadulterated  food,  and  the 
greatest  possible  immunity  from  infectious  disease. 

In  carrying  out  these  views,  I beg  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council 
for  their  unvarying  help,  kindness,  and  courtesy.

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members 

OF  THE  Clown  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  3’on  my  first  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1904. 

]\Iy  time  has  been  occupied  (under  the  directions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health)  in  making  inspection  in  various  parts  of  the  District  (on  receipt  of 
complaint,  or  after  the  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  ; and  in  connection 
with  “house  to  house”  inspection)  superintending  works  found  necessary  in 
order  to  abate  nuisances,  or  in  removing  general  insanitary  conditions  coming 
under  my  notice,  and  which  can  be  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  or  those  of  other  Acts,  and  B^daws,  in  force  in  this  District. 

In  some  parts  of  the  district,  tlie  closet  accommodation  has  been  found  to 
be  very  insufficient,  and  one  feature  of  the  year’s  work  is,  that  after  reporting- 
many  cases  of  this  nature  to  you,  from  time  to  time,  I am  pleased  to  inform  you 
that  41  new  closets  have  been  built  during  tlie  year, ‘thus  securing  a separate  closet 
to  many  houses,  which  formerly  had  to  join  (viz: — 2 houses,  and  in  some  instances 
3 houses)  to  one  closet. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  following  summary,  much  useful  work  has  been 
done  in  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to 
state  that  although  95  nuisances  liave  been  reported,  only  12  notices  have 
been  served  (all  formal),  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  in  one  single  case  to 


serve  the  statutory  notice,  thus  shewing  the  work  has  been  carried  out  with 
the  minimum  of  friction.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  83  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  beeii  investigated  and 
reported  upon  to  your  IMedical  Officer  of  Health,  and  all  precautions  possible 
have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  these  diseases. 

On  receipt  of  information  that  a person  is  suffering  from  an  Infectious 
Disease,  the  house  is  visited  at  once,  and  all  inquiries  made  to  try  and  find  out  the 
cause  of  the  disease. 

In  some  cases  printed  instructions  have  been  distributed — formulated  by 
your  IMedical  Officer— showing  how  best  to  deal  with  such  cases,  so  as  to  reduce  as 
far  as  possible  the  danger  of  spreading  the  disease, 
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HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

In  Februai7  last  a “ house  to  house  ” inspection  was  commenced  in  the 
Parish  of  Barlborough  and  up  to  the  present  time  800  houses  have  been  visited  in 
that  Parish,  in  addition  to  many  other  visits,  inspections  and  reports  at  the  request 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

As  time  permitted,  the  houses  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  Parish  of 
Clown — numbering  82  up  to  the  end  of  the  year — have  also  been  visited  and 
inspected;  and  through  these  inspections  many  nuisances  have  been  found  to  exist, 
which  have  been  reported  and  in  due  course  aba,ted. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 


There  are  at  the  present  time  16  persons  registered  under  the  “ Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  and  milkshops  Order”  in  your  District,  as  Cowkeepers  and  Purveyors  of 
Milk. 

During  the  past  year  the  old  list  has  been  revised,  and  it  was  found,  that 
only  two  persons  carrying  on  the  business  remained,  to  be  transferred  to  the  new 
list,  so  that  14  person  have  been  registered  during  the  year. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

Under  the  Workshops  Act,  1901,  the  workshops  within  the  District  have 
been  visited  and  inspected  and  duly  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer.  On  the  whole 
they  have  been  found  in  a fairly  clean  condition.  In  one  instance  the  walls  and 
ceilings  required  to  be  lime-washed,  and  on  this  being  pointed  out  to  the 
occupier,  he  complied  with  the  Act,  and  had  the  work  done.

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  three  of  the  Parishes  now 
have  a proper  system  of  scavenging,  viz. : — Clown,  Whitwell,  and  Creswell  ; and 
I am  pleased  to  say  that  on  the  whole  the  work  is  carried  out  very  satisfactorily. 

The  Parish  of  Barlborough  is  now  the  only  parish  in  the  District  where  the 
cleansing  of  privies  and  ashpits  is  left  to  the  owners  or  occupiers. 

In  conclusion  I beg  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  support  to  any  suggestions 
that  I have  made,  and  the  ready  manner  in  which  they  have  been  carried  out.
